$1,104,293, being half the cost 
of the Typhoon Refuge at 
Mongkoktsui: , 

And whereas an undertaking 

was given that this ‘Special 
Assessment. would not be. con 
tinued after the above mentioned 
sum hai been raised unless a 
new ‘Resolution should first be 
proposed to the Legislative 
Conneil : 
* And. whereas, in view of the 
financial requirements of the 
Colony, it is expedient to con- 
tinue. the collection of Light 
Dues at.the present rates: 

It is hereby resolved by this 
Council that Light Dues shall 
continue to be collected at the 
rates laid down in Table P of the 
Schedule to the Merchant Ship- 
ping Ordinance, No. 10 of 1899. 

In moving the resolution, the 
Colonial Secretary said that 
when Sir, Frederick Lugard' 
aubmitted the  orginial re- 
solution for the’ acceptance 
of tho Council in August, 1908 he 
reminded them that in Decem- 
ber 1896 . the. Unofficial 
members, with. one exception, 
proposed that the Light 
Dues should be permanently 
increased to 214 cents per ton, 
and again in 1902. when 
a Committee. was appointed 
to “investigate ‘sources- of 
possible inoraase in revenue i 
proposed that; 2)4 vente. should 


be lovied on shipping. The 
figure was also proposed 
by _the Government in 
1908 in connection with the 
construction of the typhoon shel- 
tor but in deference to the ship- 
ping interests it was reduced to 
2cents. The shipping interests 
of that time said they viewed 
the proposal to increase ship- 
ping dues with very grave 
concern for such a procedure 
would spell disaster to the 
trado of the Colony, The 
increase in Light Dues had 
ng spelled disaster. He. point- 
ed out that. the Govern- 
ment's noed of money to-day was 
just a8 acute as it was in 1908, and 
that the Government was going to 
incur considerable expenditure in 
the interests of shipping, such as

Question. 


7. Will the Government intro- 
duce o Bill to amend section 264 
of the Offences against tho 
Person Ordinance, 1865, (which 
was introduced by Ordinance 9 
of 1913) by inserting tho words

in the clause defining neglect of 
childron and young persons, in 
order to bring tho law of the 
Colony in this particular respect 
into line with the law of Eng-

The question of. retaining 
the words “medical aid” in the 
English Act or a variation 
of thoso words to suit local 
conditions was carefully consid 
ered when Ordinance 9 of 1913 
‘was being drafted, and it was 
decided to omit them. There bas 
deen no change in the circumst- 
ances which caused the Govern- 
ment to arrive at that decision 
and it ia not therefore considored 
derirablo to amand the section in 
the manner proposed.

Big Changes in a Few Years. 


After a seven years’ terni os 

Governor-General of Australia, 
Viscount Novar (who was until 
recently Sir R.C. Munro Fergu- 
son) made his first public ap- 
pearance in Edinburgh recently 
whon he addressed a gathering 
of the Hdnburgh Ross and 
Cromarty Association. 
‘ No one, said Vicount Novar, 
could be absent ‘for seven years 
without, feeling something of -a 
Rip Van Winkle on his return, 
Especially, of courro, was that so, 
when in the interval the quiet 
course of national life had been 
broken in two by a ‘great war, 
and. drastic changes had taken 
place in the social, economic, and 
industrial conditions of the 
country. : 

One only needed a few weoks 
to observe that political theories 
which were vague and shadowy 
when-he left home had become; 
for the time at any rate, the 
policy of the nation. * 

When he left home they were 
nearly all Free Traders; many 
of them, he blushed to say, were 
anti-Suffragists. (Laughter.) They 
had never known the blessings of 
control, and ‘the word decontrol 
had not yet entered their diction- 
aries. 

They were grumbling ‘at rates 
and taxes which they: would now 
scarcely notico—(laughter)—and 
they thought it a politival. virtue 
to postpone desirable schemes of 
social reform if the financial 
position of the couptry made in- 
creased expenditure inexpedient. 

They vould not bo surprised, 
therefore, if an Antipodean should 
be a little at yea and should some- 
times be gazing into a'political 
sky from which the Pole star had 
vanished. 

“NOT A SINGLE HOUSE.” 

In some: directions, again, one 
was forced to lament the absence 
of all change. ; 

Not a single house seemed to 
have been built since he left— 
(taughter)—and none were build- 
ing. Yet increased bousing was 
one ofthe most crying needs of 
the moment, and the present 
conditions would do more injury 
to the national health than 
officials of the Health Ministry. 
would ever be able to repair.

faith in themselves and their 
country. ‘ 

Nothing was so paralysing as 
pessimism, while nothing gave 
more energy and resilience than 
a confident spirit, (Applase.)

SWEATED LABOUR. 


Whatever olso the lecture delivered by Mr. ™ BLL. Bowley to 
the meeting held on Tuesday: night accomplished, it certainly did 
put those present in the humour to talk, and it helped the nows- 
papers of the Colony fill a fow columnaywith very interesting 
expressions of opinion. Whether the airing of so many views on 
the question of “sweated labour” in Hongkong did any good or will 
load to any being dong inthe futuro ix a matter on which we are 
scoptical. "We recogniso that a genuine attempt wae made to 
ventilate a very thorny problem, und that Mr, Bowley is anxious 
to secure the abolition of conditions which conflict with his sen3e 
of what is humane and. just. But we have to confess that the 
problem originates farther back tlan at the point where his analysis 
bogan and that in the consideration of how to renredy any of the 
seomingly evil conditions under which -tho bulk of the native 
population of this Colony labour one must begin at the very genesis. 
Ono must begin with causes, not effects, and because we think that 
was mainly overlooked we should like to have our littlo say on this 
matter, although somo might think it is overburdoned with talk 
already. 

, With western outlooks wo try to judga-eastern conditions. 
That, in itself, is task hard to accomplish without prejudice. It 
gives us pain to see women and children made beasts of burden; we 
possibly all had pangs of conscience when taking, our first ricksha 
ride; and we are disgusted wheu we think of the filthy, poverty- 
strickon state of thousands of our fellow residents. And in 
enthusiastic indignation we ery aloud for a change, for something 
better, something iore humanising, Women and children working 
in factories ‘without any regulations whatever, the exposure 
that hundreds. suffer nightly—one could go on. almost in- 
‘definitely reciting the -facts at which some shudder, which 
we all deplore. But when we come. to consider what can 
bo done to alter things wa stamblo into a problem” bigger 
than is often realised. At the root of all:. this. objectionable 
state lies. poverty. It’s poverty that leads parents to sell 
thoir' children. into domestic. servitude; it’s poverty that 
drives: mer, women and children into any kind of employment 
that offers even the smallest reward; and it’s poverty that chécks 
the wheels of progress from turning in the,direction we all desire. 
Poverty is but the effect of mismanagement, and mismanagement 
has been and still is the greatest curse lying on China. The con- 
ditions we complain against in Hongkong are common ‘to the 
length and breadth of the great country to which we are ‘con- 
tiguous; we havo but a small overflow. Labour is cheap -becayse 
there are too many labourers, want and distress are rife because 
there is no organisation, und life itself is cheap because its fullest 
possibilities have scarcely been realised bya tithe of the people. 
Standards are low becausé of placidity, life is hard because of 
indifference. And before there, can come a change of conditions 
there must be a change of outlook; there must be experienced the 
righteousness of discontent. It is no hardship on a coolie woman 
_ to let her carry her loads eo long as she and her fellows believe that 
there is nothing. wrong or unfairin it. We might object, but she 
would resent our interference as threatening her livelihood. And 
if we lessened her number of bricks, or -if we lessened the child's 
hours of Jabour, their already scanty remuneration would be less. 
It would be adding further to-the vital burden; the burden of strug- 
_ gling for life’s necessities, because the determining of the poor's 
econoinic status is in other hands. We must realise that the 
-whole problem .is economic down to its very roota, and that the 
margin between hunger and sufficiency, nakedness and clothing. 
ignorance and education, is for the bulk of the Chinese mce doomed 
to be narrow until they themselves have evolved ‘their own 
better scheme of things. Mr. Bowley might pass legislation galore 
to remove these things from this little Colony, but he would be 
touching only an infinitesimal portion of something that’s too big 
for him.

We. are as concerned for the 
welfare of all as Mr. Bowley and we are as equally anxious to see 
things remedied. Pass all the factory laws necessary to drive these 
things away to Where wo shall not see them, if the object be but to 
give us o smug satisfaction that British territory does not house, 
them: But let there be enovgh honesty and fearlessness also to 
state that China's ‘ submerged”. masses, China's overworked ‘and 
underpaid millions, are the product of China's indifference, of her 
inability to grapple with her own social problems. China has 
subscribed to the League of Nations Covenant, but her present ability 
to work the labour retorme therein contained can be hest judged by 
hor ability to securo any other. social betterments.,- All the hope 
must be in Young China—in whatever they can do to quicken the 
jaoral, economic and social evolution of thelr benighted country,

It 
is understandable, therefore, that 
France — should periodically 
remind her friends - of their 
duty to ‘insist .that they 
will bo respected by the 
elusive diplomats of the Under 
den Linden, Eacouraged by the 
certain slackness that has crept 
inso the methods of the Allies, 
the Germans have advanced to a 
stage bordering on open defiance. 
But for the pertinacity of France, 
the Treaty of Versailles would 
possibly be in danger of becom- 
ing, a8 regurds many of its still 
unfulfilled stipulations, another 
“scrap of paper.” It is. right, 
therefore, that our late enemies 
were reminded in no uncertain 
manner that the Allies still have 
ways and means and the power 
to impose appropriate penalties, 
should evasion. and obstruction 
continue. We may not have 
much. monay, ‘but we still ‘hold 
the best cards and can call any 
old bluff that Germany has the 
nerve to put up.

Adverting to the note published 
the other day regarding the per- 
formances of ‘ ‘Cutty Sark,” 
Taiping,” and other clippers, the 
sailing vessel appears to be bent 
upon notching another record or 
two’before the time comes for its 
passing to be chronicled. 
record passage is claimed for the 
Robert Dollar barquentine Jane L. 
Stanford, which has just complet- 
ec the voyage from Chingwantao 
to Cape Flattery in forty days. 
Quite a number of claims have 
been made lately by sailing craft 
crossing - from America to 
Australia and vice versa but 
it transpires that many of the 
feats are inferior to those accom- 
plished in the long-ago. The 
competition prompts an ancient 
mariner to forward to a con- 
temporary some particulars of the 
achievement of ono of the old- 
timers, “I doubt whether any- 
thing afloat under sail, even in 
the racing deys of the Aberdeen 
clippers, and the racing of the 
wool ships, ever did-batter,” writes 
this correspondent, “than a little 
New Zealand-built craft of the 
early days. This was theAuckland 
barque Novelty, 250 tons, which 
made a phenomenally fast 
voyage across the Pacific in 1851, 
She arrived’ at Auckland from 
San Francisco on December 28 
of that year, after a passage of 
29 days. She brought Californian 
papers up to November 25, and 
English dates up to October 2. 
This great run of a small barque 
is ¢till,.I believe, the record for a 
trans-Pacific sailing voyage.”

Funeral Yesterday’ Evidence. 


Afternoon. _ Inthe-suit of the Rev. Father 
A. Henriques against Mr. G, T. 
Lam, in the Summary Court, 
beforo His Lordship Mr. Justice 
J. R. Wood, the cross-oxamina- 
tion of Mr. A.. G. Hewlitt, the 
architect, was continued yester- 
day by Mr. D. J. Lowis, who 
appeared for the plaintiff. : 

How do you. explain the fact 
that the north wall has remained 
intact for two years?—I did. not 
examine the wall, 

You agree that the boundary 
wall is a little more than.on firm: 
ground ?—As far as { recollect, 
some of the ground is turfed. 

I put it to you that for somo 
months at least after the bound- 
ary wall was built. there was 
little turfed ground on the north 
side of the wall?—There may 
have been. wa : 

Since then the whole side has 
been cutdown and turfed ?—That 
is 80. 

Uneven weights will 
cracks. Woe will again take this 
north. wall, You suggest that’ 
the weight which is on the 
artificial ground will tend to,causo 
the artificial ground to subside. 
If you have here natural soil and 
here artificial land, and if you say‘ 
that subsidence is bound to occur 
in this present site, would you not 
expect to have tho crack where 
the natural’ and artificial land 
meet ?—It is quite possible. 

Take this north wall which is 
built exclusively on artificial soil. 
The theory you advanced this 
morning is that the buttress wall, 
on a filling of this sort, would 
inevitably give . way where 
the greater load is placed. 
Can you: explain why, 
if your theory is correct, on the 
side adjoining your client's land 
no cracks have appeared on tho 
remaining portion of the north 
wall?—Possibly one-of the réasons 
for that is that the plaintiff's site 
is levelled, but the levelling on 
the northern side slopes away. 

His .Lordship:—Mr. Hewlitt’s 
theory is that the prime cause is 
the percolation of water, which 
drew away the soil. 

Mr. Lewis :—Water percolat- 
ing through ‘would not be such as 
todamage the interior wall ?—I 
do not quite see that, 

I put it to you that if the! 
embankment runs right up to the 
wall there is very little support 
for that wall, so that far less rain 
could undermine tho soil of that 
site than it would on the east or 
south where there is a large 
quantity of soil?—~I am afraid I 
do not agree, It would take far 
more rain to damage the edge of 
the slope. 

You told us 2 moment:ago that 
the compression of the soil by the 
weight of your house, tending to 
remove the support from. the 
plaintiff's land, would tend to give 
it greater support, I take it that 
in techincal matters connected 
with this case Messrs. Lo and 
Lo had your assistance.
